England, proud and great and noble as 
she is, is not ashamed to tako a loaf 
from the school book of her young 
daughter Amprica ; tbon why should 
this Oojony — a ypnng, straggling, 
almcat helpless npmmanity — decline to 
adopt the exp^riodoe * of older and 
richer commanitUs and hesitate to 
open wide the doors of our schools to 
all who may apply for admission. 

Tho Pan-Anglican Synod, after pass- 
ing a series of resolutions, adjourned 
without ofFeoling, so far as we can see, 
any very material or beneficial result, 
beyond declaring tbo Anglican Co- 
lonial Cburobes tree.

But 
how tho necessarily conflicting opin- 
ions aro to bo acted upon, or the re- 
port finally adopted, is not stated. 
Tho fourth resolution declares "unity 
in faith and discipline will bo best 
maintained among the several 
branches of the Anglican communion 
by due and oanocical subordination by 
the Synods of the Bevdral brapebes to 
the bigbor authority of a Synod or 
Synods above them.'/ .'The^eight^ re* 
Bolntidn explaiDB bow maW.toooDoede 
to free AngUoaD 'Ciblooi^^^^^ 
Each Cbtiirob niaBt'WyiS(>t all the old 
standardi^Vof the mpiher Ohnroh, but 
may have the right to make "such 
adaptations and additions to tho sor. 
vices of tho Church as its peculiar cir- 
cumstances m^y require," provided 
such change or addiiion be not inoon. 
sistont " with the ppirit and nrinciples 
of the Book of Common Prayer," and 
be liabh to revision "by any Synod of 
tho Anglican communion in which tho 
said provinces shall bo represonted." 
This resolution does not relax, wo 
fear, tho strict rulos of the Cbu^ob with 
regard to burial sorvioea lover.^ the 
bodies of UDbaptised.pereooB^i'Binpe it 
Palla'opon Anglican Oolbniai Obarchos 
to' " accept all the old standards'' for 
their guidance. Bitaalism is shown 
the " cold shoulder" — it is, in fact, loft 
"severely alone" — porbaps the wisest 
course that the Bishops ooald havo 
pursued. Spoak'ng of the Council, 
tho London Spectator says : " The 
Archbishop preluded this Conference 
by advising it not lo attempt too 
much. It certainly has gone to the 
longtli of cnoDurui^ing free churches in 
all tho colonies, deciding how to keep 
them in communion with tho national 
Cburch, and oven supporting a Synod 
by which tho National Church itself 
would bo spiritually ovorawod, though 
not legally influenced.

AT the moment when Mr. BCowe had 
avowed his intention to enlist, his coach- 
man hud entered the building to witness 
the proceedings. He was a warm hearted 
Irishman named CuliiU, paat tho uf^o of 
inilitary'service as deliiied by law. Upon 
hearing his employer's speech, ho ruslied 
forward and clambering upon the plat- 
form, ho cried out r " Put my hamo down, 
too I I can't boar to liiive the old man 
go nioiio." So down went the name of 
Miuhiiel Caliill, coiichmaii, ne.xt to that 
of Elias Howe. [Laiigliler luid cheers 
mingled in about equal proportion.] 

For foar'mouths.aftor .the .Seventeenth 
Conriecticiit' entered tlie field, the 'Govern- 
ment was so pressed for money that no 
|)uyinent to the troops could bo made. 
One day a private soldier i'www quietly to 
the pay muster's ollife in \Viisliiiigton,-nml 
as there were several oDTicors already there 
to be attended ito, , he tookibia seat' iti a 
corner to wait his turn. 'When the offi- 
cers had been disposed of, Col. Walker 
.sa d to him : 

" Now, my man what' can I do for 
you ?" 

" I have called," said the soldier, " to 
Hpc about the payment of the Sereuteeuth 
Connecticut." ; 

The pnymastor.'a little irritated, told 
him bluntly '' that a paymaster could do 
nothing without money, and that until 
the Governitie'.it could furnish some, it 
was useless for soldiers to eomo to him 
about tho pay of their regiments.'' 

" 1 know," said tho soldier, ''the Gov- 
ernment is in straits, and I have culled to 
find out how niuch. inoDcy it will take lo 
give my regiment two months' pay, and 
if you will toll me, I am ready to furnish 
tho amount.'* 

The ofBeer stared wi'.h nslonisbracHt, 
and asked the name of the soldier, who 
was no other than Ellas Howe. Ou re- 
ferring to tho books. Colonel Walker 
found that the sum required wa3$3l,0o0. 
Upon receiving tho information, tho pii" 
vale wrote a draft for the fium, and re- 
ceived ill return a nicmorandum certifying 
tho advance, and pioinising reimburse- 
ment ,when tho Governmeut could furnish 
the money. 

Two or three days after, at Fairfnx 
Court Houso, the regiment was paid. 
When Mr. Howe's name wns called, he 
went up to tlie paymaster's desk, received 
$28 60 of his own money, and signed the 
receipt therefor, "Private Elins Howe, 
jr." After rendering all the sorvlee which 
a man in his physical condition could ren.. 
dor, ho reluctantly asked a discharge, and 
returned homo. He used to say to the 
soldiers : 

" I've got to leave you, boys. I'm of 
no use here ; but never mind ; when your 
time is out come to mo at Bridgeport, 
I'm bnilding a large sewing-machine fac* 
tory there, and I shall have plenty of 
work for those who want it.' ' 

Many of liis comrades took him at his 
word, and until his death were at work 
under, him iu' various capacities.

Inly, ISOl, on tho 
occasion of France rorogiiiziiig tho new 
Italian Kingdom which had just taken 
posses- ion of the Bomagna, Umbria, aud 
the Marches. "The Italians," wrote 
Napoleon nr., 'are llio best judges of 
what suits them, and it \n not for mo, tho 
issue of a popular election, to pretend to 
iiiQuence tbo decision of free people," A 
partial council was held at 10 this morn-i 
jng at St. Ulood, the Emperor and the 
Ministers of War and Murine alone be- 
ing present. 

The Fresse says that this council was 
summoned in coiisequenco of unsatisfac- 
tory dfiipatclies received in tho night 
from Berlin, but hero it is generally sup- 
posed that Count Bismarck, looking at 
tho character of the elements now at 
work in the Pontifical States, has deter- 
mined not to interfere and make himself 
the accomplice of Garibaldi and Mazinni.
